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Edmonton’s Gas Supply 


The city of Edmonton is justified in its 
concern over the supply of natural gas 
available to this community if export from 
the province is permitted. 

e provincial government has made it 

clear that export will not be allowed unless 
a substantial surplus, over and above the 
domestic needs of Alberta, is shown to 
exist. 
The city of Edmonton does well to as- 
Sociate itself with the operation of this 
basic principle so far as Edmonton is af- 
fected. 

But in canvassing the effects of ex- 
port on the supply of natural gas for do- 
mestic use, both city and province should 
bear in mind the fact that export and the 
holding of export markets add to the se- 
curity of the domestic supply. 

They add to the security of the domes- 
tic supply because profits derived from the 
export of natural gas underwrite further 
oil exploration. ‘ ; 

The money the oil companies take in 
from the sale of surplus gas is employed to 
discover more oi] and gas supplies. 

Thus, the saleability of the gas surplus 
tends to constantly increase that surplus. 

That is why a pipeline project that 
carries surplus gas out of Alberta under 
the most favorable circumstances is not a 
menace to Edmonton’s supply, but an as- 
surance of that supply. 

But even without that expanding sur- 
plus, there is no serious doubt that there 


Another Reason for 


It is astonishing that the matter of 
eliminating billboards that create blind 
spots for drivers on street intersections, 
and thus constitute a grave traffic menace, 
should have required the protest of the Al- 
berta Motor Association. 

One would have thought that a move- 
ment to clear these hazardous corners 
would have originated with the civic ad- 
ministration itself. 

Of course, such a move would have 
originated with the city itself if the city 
had had any traffic policy. 

But the city has no traffic policy. 

And this well-timed protest from the 
Alberta Motor Association constitutes an- 
other urgent reason for an immediate pro- 
fessional traffic survey in Edmonton so 
that Edmonton will be equipped to estab- 
lish a workable traffic policy and a work- 
able traffic system. 

Traffic has become one of the most 
pressing problems in every urban com- 


is already enough known gas to meet Al- 
berta’s needs for 50 years and more and to 
meet export demands to the Pacific coast, 

Alberta is known today to have reserves 
of 14 trillion cubic feet, At the present rate 
of consumption, Alberta would not use one 
trillion cubic feet in 20 years, The export 
line would use about two trillion cubic feet 


’ in 20 years. 


California's gas expert, Dr. J. F. Dodge 
told the conservation board in Calgary 
that Alberta’s real worry should not be 
the amount of her reserves but what she 
is going to do with them, 

This latter problem is aggravated by 
the fact that Wyoming and Montana are 
now casting about for markets for their 
natural gas and, in establishing those mar- 
kets, it will be first come first served. 

If Alberta delays too long, the available 
markets will be lost and the additional se- 
curity to domestic users afforded by ex- 
port will be gone. 

Edmonton has a real stake in gas ex- 
port that will go through the Yellowhead 
Pass on the all-Canadian route to the Pa- 
cific coast, not only because that export 
guarantees her own supply, but because the 
Yellowhead pipeline will hasten develop- 
ment of a good all-year highway to the 
coast, because it will accelerate develop- 
ment of the north country and because it 
will bring gas services to more Alberta 
farming communities whose prosperity is 
tied up with the prosperity of Edmonton. 


Traffic Survey 


munity on the North American continent 
because of the tremendous increase in the 
number of motor vehicles, 

The number of cars being sold in Can- 
ada is almost five times what it was a few 
years ago. And yet Edmonton’s so-called 
traffic system is almost exactly what it 
was 25 years ago. 

The truth is that traffic is swamping 
us. 

And as the population increases and 
new suburban developments occur, it will 
swamp us even more. 

The need for a complete professional 
study of traffic movements within this 
city is so urgent that town planning can- 
not very well proceed with any efficiency 
without it. 

A traffic survey could cost as little as 
$5,000. It need cost no more than $10,000. 

It is the cheapest investment in human 
safety and in efficient transportation that 
Edmonton could possibly make. 


It’s a Reasonable Question 


While e Progressive Conservative 
drive on the federal government for more 
information about Canada’s defence ma- 
chinery and defence policy is undoubtedly 
animated by a desire to gain political ad- 
vantage out of the situation, the clamor 
is much more than opposition obstruction- 
ism. 

What the Progressive Conservatives 
ask is something that is being asked by 
most Canadians 

Just where do we stand in the matter 
of national security and just how adequate 
is our defence? 

Canadians ask this all the more anx- 
jously because certain developments in 
Ottawa have caused them to query the 
sound thinking of those who are in charge 
of national defence. 

For example, when two ministers of 
the crown disagree publicly over the use- 
fulness of infantry, there is reason to sus- 


pect the unity that should be behind fed- 
eral defence policy. 

And when the minister of national de- 
fence strikes a telling blow for national se- 
curity by forbidding the playing of “Rule 
Britannia” on ships of the Canadian Navy, 
there is reason to wonder if some of our de- 
fence policy, at least, is not more than a 
trifle juvenile. 

No one wants the government to dis- 
close information that might be of use to a 
potential enemy 

But so far as the strength and training 
of various units go, matters of utmost con- 
cern to Canadians, the chances are that 
Russia already knows more about these 
things than the average Canadian citizen 
knows. 

The questions asked by the opposition 
are reasonable questions. They should have

Oil Is Icing, But 


Farming Is Cake 


Alberta with her oll, gas and 
other developments would seem 
to have a rosy future ahead of 
her. We know that many of these 
projects are going to increase. 
We tend to think that this is our 
guarantee of prosperity, Yet we 
might be surprised to realize 
that in spite of all these develop- 
ments, Alberta's prosperity still 
rests upon her farm production, 
and if we forget that we will 
live to regret it. 

Back in 1920, before this prov- 
ince pretended to be anything 
but a farming community, Agri- 
culture provided 64.05 per cent 
of our production, Forestry 
amounted to 1.02 per cent; fish- 
ing .14 per cent; mining 8.62 per 
cent; manufacturing 22.34 per 
cent, 

Those days are gone. Our total 
production has increased from 
less than 400 million to over a 
billion dollars a year. Yet after 
30 years, we find that agriculture 
still provides over 40 per cent 
of our total provincial production 
while manufacturing has only 
increased to 35.40 per cent. 

These figures disclose quite a 
trend, but when you qualify them 
with the net production figure 
which represents the actual value 
to the producer after deducting 
the costs of the raw materials, 
it appears that agriculture still 
provides over 55 per cent of the 
net production while manufactur- 
ing only provides 19.25 per cent, 
Mining is nearly as valuable to 
Alberta on a net production 
basis as is manufacturing. 


Farm Income 


Still Basic 


These figures can be broken 
down in many ways. They can 
be qualified by our potential oil 
and gas sales which should run 
to large amounts in future years, 
Yet no matter how you examine 
or consider them, the dollar 
which the farmer earns and 
spends is still the basic source 
of our Alberta standard of living 

Even if these figures were not 
so conclusive, it would be neces- 
sary to remember that out of 
the millions made from oil, a

very small proportion goes “to 
Alberta people, The government 
collects a good slice. Some farm- 
ers and others collect large 
amounts, 

But, taken as a whole, the bulk 
of the oil profits will go else- 
where, and so long as foreign 
capital dominates the develop- 
ment of oil, we can expect that 
those profit dollars will leave the 
province, 

Even in the case of industry 
in Alberta, much of the net 
return leaves Alberta, In the case 
of the farmer, however, the vast 
majority spend all their earnings 
within the province and within 
their own locality in the province. 
It is the dollars which flow in 
from the farms that keep city 
stores busy and keep professional 
groups eating regularly, 


Farmers Must 
Keep Spending 

We might have oil spurting 
from a thousand different wells, 
yet if the farmers were not earn- 


ing money we would face a se- 
tious slump in business, 

There is only one reason for 
mentioning this fact. We should 
not become too overconfident 
because of our newly developed 
resources, They are important, 
but not nearly so important as is 
farming. 

At the present time there is 
complaint about farm commodity 
prices. Eggs have gone up again. 
Butter is being held at a fairly 
high price. The cost of a good 
steak or a side of bacon may 
seem painfully high and it is. 

Yet those very costs and these 
very prices form an important 
reason why Alberta is generally 
more prosperous today than any 
other section of Canada, 

Thus Alberta people can af 
ford to be a bit complacent 
about farm produce prices. They 
can well afford to go farther 
and back the farmers fully in 
maintaining those prices and 
even improving some of them 
because each added dollar is an 
added dollar for every Alberta 
resident

Necessarily Fatal 


Flat refusal of Great Britain 
to accept the principles of the 
Schumdn plan for the pooling of 
West European coal and _ steel 
production is a serious, though 
not necessarily a fatal blow to 
what many have praised as the 


most promising step ever taken 
in the direction of real European 
unity 

The British note rejecting the 
invitation to participate in the 
forthcoming negotiations for the 
establishment of the pool paid 
tribute to “the bold character 


and far-reaching importance” 
of the Schuman proposal 
Having thus taken care of the 


amenities, the note then proceed- 


ed to declare that Great Britain 
would have to insist on remain- 
ing aloof until after it had be- 


come clear just how the plan 
would work out in practice. 

In ordinary times there could 
be little objection to such an 
attitude 

No nation likes to take a leap 
in the dark. No nation likes to 
commit itself in advance to 
principles which, however noble 
in motive, may in their opera- 
tion ultimately work to that na- 
tion's disadvantage 


But Times 
Not Ordinary 

But these are no. ordinary 
times, They are times that call 


for constructive imagination, or 


daring, or great faith. 

Obviously, there is no way of 
knowing now just how the Schu- 
But if 


man plan will work out, 


the other West European nations 
had followed Britain's cautious 
lead, the Schuman plan would 
not have the ghost of a chance 


of being carried out 


Fortunately, they did not, Five 
of them—West Germany, Italy, 
Belgium, The Netherlands and 
Luxembourg—have agreed to join 
France in beginning, on June 15, 
Negotiations on actual details of 
establishing the poo! 

This does not mean that the 
plan will have easy sailing It 
will take a tremendous amount 
of efifort, and statesmanship of a 
high order, to overcome the ob 
stacles that stand in the way of 
any plan of economic integration 

It is fair to assume, however, 
that Robert Schuman was per 
fectly well aware of those ob- 
Stacies when he made hi nis 
toric offer to Germany and in 
vited other nations to join the 
combination 
Sense of 
Urgency 

But he was also aware that un

Is Announced 


OTTAWA, June 13—(CP)—New 
steps were taken by Canada and 
the United States today to avoid 
double taxation of their citizens 
and to tighten regulations designed 
tu prevent income tax evasion. 

Under terms of two agreements 
signed in. Ottawa yesterday, Ca- 
nadians will be able to obtain in- 
creased exemptions in United 
States earnings, while Americans 
will enjoy similar privileges in 


The new agreements consist of 
amendments to existing tax con- 
ventions between the two coun- 
tries. The amendments do not 
make any major changes in the 
old agreements signed in 1942 
and 1944, but rather broaden the 
scope of some double-taxation 
exemption clauses and clarify or 
make technical changes in sev- 
eral other clauses. 

One amendment will allow a Ca- 
nadian temporarily in the U.S, to 
earn up to $5,000 there for personal 
or professional services in any one 
year without being subject to U. 
S. income tax, providing he is not 
in the U.S. for a period, or periods, 
exceeding 183 days.
